In the Coiner’s Department: John C. Bowen, from $3.00 to $3.50 per 
diem; Henry Isaacs, from $3.00 to $3.50; John Vickery, from $2.90 to $3.00 per diem; E. Reece 
Moore, from $2.90 to $3.00 per diem; George W. Minks, from $2.90 to $3.00 per diem; Richard 
M. Staunton, from $2.90 to $3.00 per diem; W.W. McAnaney, from $2.90 to $3.00 per diem; 
Thomas J. Lappin, from $2.90 to $3.00 per diem; and Samuel S. Marshall, from $2.90 to $3.00 
per diem. 

Referring to the increase in the force of the Melter and Refiner’s department, I would say 
that with the present allotment of coinage it seems to me that the force of this department is 
already excessive.
